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STRANGE INCIDENT IN PANAMA 


A violent explosion of anti-American feeling in Panama caught most Americans by surprise 
in the last week of October. 


Some 2,000 Panamanians had tried to "peacefully invade" the Panama Canal Zone. This 
was someone's idea of how to celebrate Panama's 56th anniversary of independence. When the 
mob was repulsed by U.S. forces guarding the Panama Canal, it turned back to Panama City, 
tore the U.S. flag down from the U.S. Embassy, and stoned the U.S. Information Agency office. 


U.S. reaction, as reflected in news stories, was one of surprise, as millions of Americans 
reportedly asked one another: "What's the matter with these Panamanians ?" 


Was this anti-American outburst a spontaneous reaction? Or was it a calculated step 
toward driving the U.S. from the Panama Canal Zone? 


The Campaign Begins 


Take a look at some recent events you're not likely to see in any news reports from 
Panama: 


Both Moscow and Peiping launched a campaign in April 1957 to drive the U.S. out of the 
Panama Canal Zone. Radio Moscow broadcast, on April 14, 1957: “The Egyptian people, with- 
out the slightest hesitation, stripped the British and French of the Suez. ...Now the gentlemen of 
Wall Street are feeling less sure of themselves in the Panama Canal....What else but colonialism 
is U. S. domination of the Panama Canal Zone?" 


Peiping propagandists issued a news release on April 29, 1957 declaring: "President De La 
Guardia of Panama has expressed the will of his people by repeatedly affirming their determina- 
tion to defend Panama's sovereignty over the canal zone....He recalled that since the Egyptian 


nationalization of the Suez Canal Company, the people of Panama had also demanded the na- 
tionalization of the Panama Canal." 


A few weeks earlier, around the first of April 1957, a conference of legal experts was held 
at the National University in Panama. Taking part were professors of international law from 
Mexico, Chile, Costa Rica, and other Latin American countries including Panama. Interesting- 
ly, Panama was represented by Senor Aquilino Boyd, then foreign minister of that country. 
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Some Support Nationalization 


American newspapermen reported that the meeting compared the Panama Canal and the 
Suez Canal. Some supported the claim of Panama to a higher percentage of revenue from the 
Canal. A few supported a demand for nationalization of the Canal. 


A year later, on May 27, 1958, the Soviet labor newspaper TRUD reported that "Demands 
to nationalize the Panama Canal...have now reached an all-time high. A movement is spread- 
ing in the country for the eviction of the Americans from the Canal Zone." 


At about the same time (July 9, 1958), Panamanian police reported they were investigating 
a possible "resurgence of Communism" in some areas of Panama and that individuals being inves- 
tigated were said to be "in direct contact with international organizations known for following 
the Communist doctrines." 


Now, let's shift the scene to the United States five months before the strange incident in 
Panama. The National Guardian of May 25, 1959, printed an article which reported that a 
"national liberation movement" was underway in Panama, and accused the U.S. of trying to 
crush Panamanian "liberation" by use of force. Communists and fellow-travelers often use the 
term "liberation movement" to duak Communist efforts to drive Western powers out of target 
countries. 


Finally — A "Peaceful" Invasion 


Next, we read in October of a "peaceful invasion" of the Panama Canal, which turned 
into a violent demonstration against the United States. A central figure in the "peaceful inva- 
sion" was reported to be former Panamanian Foreign Minister Aquilino Boyd, now a candidate in 
next year's Panamanian Presidential election campaigns. 


A possible conclusion is that forces interested in driving the U.S. out of the Panama Canal 
Zone and, at the same time, exciting hostility to the U.S. all over Latin America were at work 
behind the scenes during this strange incident in Panama, 


A further conclusion can be drawn that forces are at work in Panama to use the Egyptian 
techniques in the Suez Canal case as the best technique to drive the U.S. out of the Panama 
Canal. If this is so, we can expect more "peaceful" invasions of the Canal Zone by Panamani- 
ans, more stories of injured Panamanians and of anti-U.S. demonstrations, and a rising tide of 
public opinion in Latin America and the world against U.S. control over the Panama Canal. 


More than ever before, strong, knowledgeable leadership is needed now to avert the 
coming storm in Panama and in all of Latin America. 


THE GREAT KHRUSHCHEV VICTORY 


A particularly dangerous myth Soviet Premier N.S. Khrushchev is promoting goes like this: 
Western powers began the cold war by re-arming, building military bases around the socialist 
camp, and planning military intervention in the internal affairs of "socialist and other peace- 
loving states." The rising power of the Soviet Union, and especially Premier Khrushchev's visit 
to the United States, has now defeated this Western strategy and, therefore, the world is now on 
the way toward universal peace. 


The Communist definition of “universal peace" is a socialist world run by Communist Par- 
ties. Repeated statements by leaders ranging from Premier Khrushchev down to U.S. CP Secre- 
tary Eugene Dennis on the coming of universal peace reflects their belief that Red rule of the 
world is just around the corner. 


All Communists — those in the U.S. and in Moscow — are looking toward the summit meet- 
ings early next year to further this march toward an all-Communist nai This fact is underlined 
because many leading personalities, some of whom may take part in the summit meetings, do not 
appear to realize what the Communists are up to. 


Khrushchev's Words Clear 


Yet, Premier Khrushchev's words are about as clear on this subject as you can expect from 
Communism's chief propagandist. In a speech to the Supreme Soviet on October 31, N.S. 
Khrushchev declared: "In questions of ideology we have firmly stood and will continue to stand 
like a rock on the basis of Marxism-Leninism. . . .Vladimir Ilyich Lenin taught that the working 
class, before as well as after it has gained power, must be able to pursue a flexible policy, com- 
promise, and come to agreement whenever life and the interests of the cause demand it," 
(Underlining added, Ed.) 


The "cause," of course, is world victory of socialism as Lenin, Stalin, and Khrushchev 
have said repeatedly. As the world goes into what N.S. Khrushchev calls a period of "mutual 
concessions," in order to assure peace, he tips his big Red hand by the concessions he expects to 
be made at the summit meeting and efianeuitly. In his speech to the Supreme Soviet he mentioned 
these areas for concessions : 


1. Disarmament. Communists want complete world disarmament within four years, leaving 
peoples armed with no more than small arms. 

2. Liquidation of U.S. military and rocket bases abroad and an end to defensive military 
alliances, including NATO, CENTO, and SEATO. 

Solution of the German problem and the question of West Berlin. 

4, Recognition of Communist China and surrender of Formosa to Communist Chinese rule. 

5. Removal of U.S. forces from South Korea and unification of Korea along lines accept- 
able to the North Korean Communists. 


Note this. N.S. Khrushchev did not mention any "mutual concession" which would weak- 


en the Communist Empire, but did mention major "mutual concessions" which would weaken the 
West. 


Aim To Weaken The Free World 


It is just over ten years since the Communist take-over in Czechoslovakia caused the West 
to re-arm, form defensive alliances, and set up military bases ringing the Communist Empire. 
Now the concessions N.S. Khrushchev asks for would bring the West full circle back to its weak 
and relatively defenseless position in the post-war period prior to 1948, 


Pravda (Nov. 6, 1959) predicted the future Communists expect to see develop in the next 
decade. Said Pravda: "Our Party acts as the leading force in the fight for the happiness of the 
Soviet people and the whole of mankind. . . .The establishment of the world socialist system is 
the triumph of Marxism-Leninism, of the ideas of scientific Communism." 


Obviously, once the West is militarily and morally disarmed, the huge Communist world- 
wide ee can move forward with greater speed. With world-wide propaganda apparatus, 
their ability to concentrate foreign trade to achieve specific political objectives, their co- 
operative Communist parties and front groups in every country of the free world, and their ex- 
pertness in small-arms, guerilla warfare, all the cards would be stacked in their favor. 


As things are, Communists have good reason to be enthusiastic about their "peace" cam- 
paign to disarm the West. And they are going farther in their propaganda to condemn any West- 
ern act or statement opposing their goals as threats to the success of the coming summit talks, as 
subversive to the "Spirit of Camp David," and as destructive of man's hopes for universal peace. 
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Let us, at least, not be fooled by this kind of fraud. Nation after nation faced by Commu- 
nist aggression has discovered that lack of defensive strength has not stopped the aggression; 
weakness has merely enabled the aggression to be successful . 


ARE U.S, REDS OUT TO "KILL" THE RAILROADS? 


The National Committee of the Communist Party, U.S.A., has apparently decided to ex- 
ploit the expected railroad strike this month to promote their idea of government ownership of 
major U.S. industries. 


In typical fashion, the Worker has begun to provide the ammunition which open and secret 
Communist Party members will be using in an effort to mobilize public opinion against private 
operation of railroads. 


Under the title "The Grabby Executives," the Worker (Nov. 11) listed salaries and bonuses 
of top railroad executives for 1958, and claimed these salaries were paid "at the expense of the 
workers," 


Earlier, the National Guardian, a Marxist weekly newspaper, whose objective is creating 
a socialist America, printed a series of anti-railroad articles. Main charges were that privately 
owned railroads are inefficient and do not serve the public interest. Next, it was claimed the 
railroads would become both efficient and run in the public interest if they were government 
owned and operated. 


More Propaganda To Come 


You can expect more of this kind of thinking to appear during December. Even more is 
slated to crop up during the 1960 political campaigns, for the National Committee, Communist 
Party, U.S.A., has marked out two major U.S. industries for extensive attack, They are rail- 
roads and public utilities. 


The Party's draft political resolution Political Affairs (Sept. 1959) charges that “all power- 
ful monopoly capitalist groups with their. . .outworn system of free enterprise. . .stand as the 
central obstacle to progress." 


As a first step toward overcoming this obstacle, the Party National Committee plans to 
break through public resistance to government ownership and operation of any U.S. industry or 
business. The plan is to make the breakthrough by agitating public hostility toward private oper- 
ation of railroads and public utilities. 


After the Breakthrough — The Deluge 


Once a breakthrough is made on railroads and public utilities, if it is, Communists can be 
expected to broaden their attack to undermine and demand government ownership for other major 
U.S. industries. 


Significantly, the Communist campaign will not ask directly for nationalization of these 
target industries. Instead, the effort will be made through agitation and propaganda to undermine 
public confidence in these industries, paint them as "monopolies" uninterested in serving the pub- 
lic, and as inefficiently operated under private ownership. 


This kind of public agitation cannot merely be brushed off as the scheme of a bunch of 
crackpots. During times of labor trouble and during political campaigns when people are examin- 
ing new political ideas, the Communist attack could snowball among people who are uninformed. 
This, at least, is the Communists' hope. 


“FIDELISMO" — NEW SOURCE OF UNREST IN LATIN AMERICA 


The U.S. position in Latin America is much more precarious today than most Americans 
realize. The cause is Fidelismo — the cult of Fidel Castro which has been exciting leftists all 
over Latin America to step up their anti-American demonstrations. 


It is now recognized by nearly everyone in Washington that when Fidel Castro won power 
in Cuba — with the strong moral support of many Americans — he became a hero to millions of 
revolutionary-minded Latin Americans. 


In the past 10 months, Fidelismo has shown itself in many ways: some small, like the 


sporting of Fidelismo beards; some big, such as growing demands all over Latin America to drive 
out American oil companies. 


Ernesto "Che" Guevara, the new industrial czar of Cuba, announced late in October that 
Cuba will annul all oil concessions in Cuba, declaring them public domain, Radio Moscow re- 
ported on November 6 that the Peruvian Chamber of Deputies had just passed a resolution asking 
the government to expel the American Texas Oil Company on charges of espionage. In Vene- 
zuela, one of the biggest oil producing countries of the world, left-wing factions of President 
Romulo Betancourt's Democratic Action Party have joined Communists in condemning huge U.S. 
oil operations there as harmful imperialism. 


Following The "Chinese Way" 


What Communists are doing might be called "snowballing." Actually, they are merely 
following the "Chinese Way," formulated by the now President of Communist China, Liu Shao- 
Chi, in 1949. This technique calls for Communists to: 


1. Unite with all other classes, parties, groups, organizations and individuals who are 
willing to oppose imperialism in a broad united front. 

2. Lead the united front. 

3. Build the Communist Party strength around Marxist-Leninist theory and through close 
ties with the masses, 

4, Whenever possible, set up a national liberation army led by the Communist Party. 
Armed struggle is the main form of struggle in underdeveloped countries. 


The "Chinese Way" has been modified 7 Communist Party leaders since 1949 in only one 
small respect. Now, Communists say they will try to gain political power by peaceful means if 
possible, armed force if necessary. 


Reds Excite Others To Action 


Communists snowball their own efforts by agitating people with ultra=-national ist feelings, 
natural in countries just emerging into modern, industrial society. The Communists plus the 
aroused nationalists can exert great power when directed toward a single objective such as 
driving U.S. oil firms out of Latin America, 


Moving forward under an umbrella of peaceful co-existence and accommodation with Russian 
Communists, Latin American Reds are increasing Party strengths and are pushing toward their first 
big objective — driving U.S. influence entirely out of countries South of the Border. 


Right now Fidelismo — the cult of being and acting like Cuba's Fidel Castro — is giving all 
Latin America Communists a big shot in the arm. And Moscow, dropping the smiling mask of 
friendship with the U.S., really loves it. | 


Said Radio Moscow on November 1: "The public throughout Latin America expresses 
support for the Cuban people" and then quoted the Argentine magazine, Soluciones as saying: 
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"What really angers the imperialists is agrarian reform, the nationalization measures, Cuba's in- 
dependent commercial policy. . . .Cuba is an example of national liberation." 


Cuba's Fidel Castro, Moscow's N.S. Khrushchev and Red China's Liu Shao-chi are stirring 
up winds in Latin America which will blow exceedingly hot on many American necks unless ade- 
quate measures are taken to counteract the effects of Fidelismo and the "Chinese Way" in that 
area, 


THE UNPEACEFUL "PEACE PARTISANS" 


The "Peace Partisans" are a little-known organization whose activities are strongly promo- 
ted by Moscow. Jean Lafitte, then Secretary General of the Communist-front World Peace 
Council, wrote in Pravda back on November 13, 1954: "At present, the world-wide movement 
for the defense of peace is striving to rally all partisans of peaceful co-existence and of inter- 
national cooperation of nations — all peace champions regardless of their nationality, race, 
social condition and political views. 





"A number of States have already espoused this idea as the foundation of their foreign 
policy. One may recall at this juncture such an important international act as the conclusion of 
the agreement on Tibet between India and the Chinese People's Republic in which important 
principles of peaceful co-existence of countries with different social systems were defined," 


Jean Lafitte continued: "The peace partisans movement is persistently exposing the re- 
arming of West Germany as the greatest threat to Europe's security and to world peace. This 
struggle has had real results. Everyone knows that the wave of popular protests thwarted the 
European army treaty. 


"Fresh forces are joining in the struggle for peace. Immense prospects are open to the 
world movement for the defense of peace, for peace all over the world and for the benefit of all." 


“Peace Partisans" Promote Communist Programs of Conquest 


In the five years since Jean Lafitte wrote so glowingly of the peace partisans, communists 
have shed blood cruelly in Hungary and Tibet, have promoted bloody revolution in the Middle 
East, and in Latin America. All these actions have been supported both by Moscow and Peiping 
and by the peace partisans. 


Most recently, the peace partisans have come out into the open in Iraq. As the world cele- 
brated United Nations Day, Aziz Sharif made a statement in behalf of the Iraq peace partisans 
which bears a warning note for all free peoples, and especially for Americans. 


Said Aziz Sharif: "The great imperialist states, led by the U.S. military circles, have 
worked ever since the establishment of the United Nations, to destroy the charter and the human 
rights document and finally to paralyze this international organization to prevent it from carry- 
ing out its basic duty." 


Sharif charged that the U.S. was using the U.N. "to justify interference of these Limperi- 
alist | states in the internal affairs of the other peoples and to prevent them from exercising their 
right of self-determination. . . . These states succeeded in their efforts in a number of serious 
matters, such as the incitement of war in Korea and, later, their interference in Korea under the 
pretext and banner of the United Nations." 


And so, on and on goes Aziz Sharif speaking in behalf of peace partisans, the people whom 
Moscow calls the defenders of peace. What we must ask, and ask very seriously, is whose peace 
are these partisans defending? Are they struggling for a peace dictated by Communists over the 
fallen bodies and broken spirits of defeated free peoples? They are certainly not fighting for the 
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peace which means independence and justice and self-determination for peoples who do not sub= 
mit to the Communist will. 


The great German strategist, General Karl Von Clausawitz, once said that every con- 
queror is a strong advocate of peace, He wants to march into conquered cities unopposed. The 
job of the "peace partisans" is to break down opposition to Communist conquerors so that Com- 
munists can take over control of already "pacified" populations. Perhaps it is time we in the free 
world recognize how Communists are manipulating the "peace" issue to our disadvantage. 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


EMIGREES from countries now ruled by Communists are a great source of worry to Commu- 
nist rulers, Chairman of the Estonian Council of Ministers Aleksy Muurisepp told the USSR's 
Supreme Soviet (Oct. 28, 1959) that people in the West were trying to push a “banner of strug- 
gle" into the hands of Estonian and "other counterrevolutionary emigrees" by calling Estonia and 
other Communist countries "a captive nation." He urged countries in which emigrees live to 
"look into the activities of emigree committees and suspend their propagandist sheets." This is 
added evidence that the "Captive Nations Week" idea has started to make some Communist 
leaders fear for their skins. 


CUBA under Premier Fidel Castro is moving farther along the road built by Communists, as 
Freedom's Facts of March 1959 predicted. Ernesto "Che" Guevara has become Cuba's industrial 
czar, and the crackdown on U.S.-owned land and businesses has begun. But, as "FF" stated in 
March 1959, the major aim of Communists is to turn Cuba into a base for stirring up revolts 
against the U.S. all over Latin America. Recent violent outbursts against the U.S. must be 
judged in terms of their effect in exciting other Latin Americans to hate the U.S. and in moti- 
vating them to try to drive the U.S. out of Latin America, The real target in our relations with 
Castro's Cuba is not Cuba alone, but all of Latin America, 





VISITORS TO RED LANDS in recent weeks have included a surprising number of Brazilians. 
Brazil's Communist Party leader Luiz Carlos Prestes and other Brazilian Communists took part in 
celebrations of Red China's 10th anniversary in October. Brazilian Coffee Institute chief Renato 
Costa Lima left on November 10 for a visit to the Soviet Union, and was followed to Russia by a 
Brazilian delegation which left on November 22, 


FORMOSA WILL BE A VICTIM of the current Communist "peace" campaign if the Commu- 
nists have their way. Moscow propagandists are now charging that the U.S. uses Formosa as a 
base from which to threaten Communist China, and that “only the reannexation of Taiwan [ For- 
mosa| to [Red] China and the eradication of the dangerous tumor in the Far East will contribute 
to strengthenirg peace in that part of the world." (Underlining added, Ed.) What the Red 
Chinese want, 4 course, is "the completion of the revolutionary liberation in China. . .and ex- 
tension of its state system to Taiwan and other Chinese areas." This is another indication that any 
Westerner who agrees to Communist "peace terms" at the same time agrees to surrender lands and 
peoples for whose freedom the West has fought at great cost. Peace for Communists means surren- 
der for free peoples. 


A SPLIT BETWEEN RED RUSSIA AND RED CHINA has become a popular subject for 
speculation in Western capitals. Promotion of the idea that Red China is eyeing land in the 
Soviet Far East to hold China's growing population has been going on at least since July 1955. 
The subject was brought up then by some "qualified German observers." Today, Red China is 
pushing not toward empty Soviet Far Eastern lands, but toward already over crowded India, 
Burma, Indonesia, and Formosa, Radio Moscow (Oct. 21) suggested that Communists primary 
goal is to establish a universal Communist "peace." Said Moscow propagandists: "China [Com- 
munist China] has never committed ae provocation, . . .It is impossible to conceal the fact

regarding the struggle of the Chinese people and their government for peace and better under- 
standing among mankind, the CPR has been fighting for this goal along with the Soviet Union and 
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other members of the socialist commonwealth." Whatever differences there are between Moscow 
and Peiping, they are family squabbles, and are not likely to aid the free world, Hope that a 
split between Moscow and Peiping will so weaken the Communist offensive that we will have 
nothing to worry about from them, helps to further weaken the free world struggle against Com- 
munist advances. This helps no one but the Communists. 


Teaching In a Communist Country 


What's it like to be a teacher in a Communist country? A recent report by the Central 
Committee of the Czechoslovak Communist Party gives a new insight into this subject. The re- 
port, editorialized on in Bratislava Pravda September 16 and released in Rude Pravo September 
19, presents the Communist teacher as a full-fledged propagandist. 


Said Bratislava Pravda: "We do not conceal that our school is socialist. We do not hide 
behind a veil of political neutrality. . . .We state clearly and openly that there is a permanent 
place at our schools only for teachers who are convinced beyond any doubt of the truth of Marx- 
ism-Leninism, " 


Since only 30 percent of Czechoslovakia's teachers are Party members, extensive indoc- 
trination programs are held to convince more teachers to become “enthusiastic representatives of 
philosophical materialism" — a belief that nothing but the material world is of an importance. 


There are Party courses, lectures, individual studies and discussions at seminars. The 
training program for Party and non=Party members includes such courses as fundamentals of Marx- 
ism-Leninism, the national ecomony, history of the Czechoslovak and Soviet Communist Parties, 
and international politics. 


The All-American Conference to Combat Communism serves as a meeting ground and 

clearing house for some fifty national women's, youth, religious, professional, civic, 

fraternal and veterans’ organizations. The Conference is non-partisan. It dissemi- 

nates objective information about Communist intentions and tactics to guide member 

organizations in their efforts to preserve freedom. The Conference also sponsors Know 

Your America Week each year to promote greater knowledge of our country and the 
principles for which it stands.
